ABSTRACT 

Tables present a summary of the data obtained in a 
national survey of principals* and assistant principals* salaries. 
Section 1 of the report compares 1975-76 minimum and maximum salary 
schedule summaries by district enrollment size, section 2 makes the 
comparison by using a per pupil expenditure factor, and section 3 
contains a maximum scheduled salary trend analysis. (Author/HLF)

Inquiries received by NASSP continue to stress the need for accurate national 
salary data pertaining to principals' and assistant principals' salaries. With advance 
information from Educational Research Service, Inc., supported jointly by NASSP and four 
other organizations, this report deals specifically with current data relating to salary 
schedules for these administrators. To facilitate analysis of the data. Section I of 
this report compares 1975-76 minimum and maximum salary schedule summaries by district 
enrollment size^ Section II makes the comparison by using a per pupil expenditure factor, 
and Section III contains a maximum scheduled salary trend analysis. Caution should 

when drawing inferences from these data because of the sampling 
studies of this type.

to provide school administrators who determine the salaries and 
wages for public school personnel with accurate, timely, and reliable data in order to 
compare employee compensation levels in their system with those in other school districts 
of comparable enrollment size and per pupil expenditure level. Since this same type of 
survey was conducted a year ago, salary schedule trends were also to be added to the 
current report using data from 197^"75 and 1975-76. 

ERS conducted such a survey during the fall, collecting 1975-76 data about sched- 
uled and paid salaries from Jkl responding school districts for 22 selected positions in 
which personnel are employed by public school systems and for 10 selected positions in 
which personnel are employed in support positions. The complete report is being prepared 
in three vo.lumes (Scheduled Salaries for Professional Personnel^ Salaries Paid Profes- y 
sional Personnel^ and Wages and Salaries Paid Support Personnel) ^ including summary tables 
and a system-by-system listing of data submitted by the responding ^chool districts. The
